Brief but Impressive Cere- 
mony Sunday Honors 
Soldier Dead

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More than 500 persons gathered in 
Anlioch's village park Sunday for 
Memorial day service paid tribute to 
the soldier dead of all wars. A gen- 
tle rainfall was totally disregarded 
bv those who attended and all rc- 
m'ained until the close of the impres- 
sive program.

He stressed the 
vital importance of carrying on work 
on the home front In support of those 
who are oiTering their lives that wc 
may enjoy our heritage of freedom. 
War, sucli as the present conflict is 
world-wide, and national in its scope 
on the home front. He paid tribute 
•i ' to those who have made the supremo 
sacririce. 

Preceding the program the line of 
march had formed at the high school 
and headed by the American Legion 
colors prccccded to the park. Fol- 
lowing in order were the Junior 
Drum and Bugle Corps, Navy Firing 
squad, Daughters of G. A. U., Antioch 
Legion, Auxiliary colors. High School 
band, Auxiliar>' members and Antioch 
Firemen.. 

Invocation was by the Rev. W. C, 
Hcnslee, and the address of welcome 
was by Mayor George B. Bartlett. 
Adjutant John L. Horan gave the roll 
call of departed veterans, and the 
Daughters of the G. A. R. placed a 
wreath on the grave of the unknown 
soldier. 

Rev. Father Flaherty of St. Peter's 
church, made a brief address. Amer- 
icanism Oniccr Vincent Ncdbal intro- 
duced the guest speaker. Following 
the address there was a 30-second 
silence in memory of departed com- 
rades. Following the benediction by 
the Rev, A. D. McKay, the service 
closed with the salute by the Great 
Lakes Firing squad and the sounding 
of Taps by a bugler, also from Great 
Lakes. 

The public address system used was 
installed by T. J. Tronson of Lake 
Villa.

The fifty graduates of the class of 
'43 tonight will receive diplomas at 
the 28th annual commencement exer- 
cises.

The speaker is Dr. Ber>'I Orris, 
world traveler and educator, who will 
speak on the subject, "An American 
Refugee Returns Home." Dr. Orris 
has visited every country in Europe 
except Russia. He was in Vienna 
when Hitler Invaded Austria, and 
later was in London when the heav- 
iest Nazi raidings occurred. 

The speaker will be introduced by 
Principal T. R. Birkhead. The Rev. 
F. M. Flaherty will give the invoca- 
tion, and the High School band will 
play several selections. Diplomas 
will be presented by Walter K. Hills, 
president of the board of education,

Representative Harold D. Kelsey, 
of this district, is the sponsor of a 
bill in the state legislature known as 
Kelsey House Bill No. 452, which if 
passed according to averages would 
relieve the taxpayers of Lake county 
of cash burdens to the extent of ap- 
proximately 8100,000 each year. 

The bill, which is said to have a bit 
of approval from the State Finance 
committee and already introduced in- 
to the House of Representatives asks 
that the county share greater in in- 
heritance taxes collected: an increase 
of from 2 per cent to 10 per cent for 
the county. At present the tax is 
divided with the state receiving 98 
per cent and the county only 2 per- 
cent. Kelsey asks in his bill that the 
county receive 10 per cent. 

House Bills 638 to 643 have also 
been sponsored by Representative 
Kelsey at Springfield and through this 
series of bills Kelsey hopes to bring 
about belter aid to the Old Age and 
Dependent Children. Other bills 
sponsored by Kelsey will eliminate 
waste in administration of aid to the 

blind. 

Kelsey is also sponsor of Bill No. 
439 which will increase paymeht to 
county trustees in the fight against 
T. B. in cattle from S150 to S175. 

Rep. Kelsey, who has served this 
area for several terms is now chair- 
man of the important committee on 
agriculture and member of committee 
on appropriations, elections, fish and 
game, li(|Uor regulation, parks and 
roads and bridges.

Mrs. Nettie Brozowski, 61, of Cros3 
Lake, is dead, and Philip Fortin, res- 
taurant and tavern owner of Antioch, 
was badly injured when the car In 
wliicli they were riding crashed into 
a parked auto early Sunday morning 
on North Main street in Antioch. 

Mrs, Brozowski died while being 
taken to St. Therese hospital by the 
Antioch rescue squad. Fortin was 
given first aid treatment and after 
the inquest held here Monday, was 
taken to St. Therese hospital where 
he is under observation to determine 
the extent of his injuries. 

The car struck by Fortin's car was 
that of James Roche, 10, of Chicago^ 
Roche testified at Uie inquest that liis 
car ran out of gas and he parked at 
about 1:30 a. m. to wait for the ser- 
vice stations to open. The coroner's 
jury held the death was accidental 
and exonerated Roche. 

Mrs. Brozowski, wlio lived in Wau- 
kegan from 1D17 to 1940, was the 
wife of John Brozowski, retired rail- 
road employee. Since coming to this 
community, she had at limes worked 
as a waitress in the Fortin restaurant. 
Fortin was taking her home when the 
fatal accident occurred.

But our experience tells us that the 
surest sign of spring is the annual 
appearance of the racketeer, or "blue- 
sky" artist— the man who bobs up in 
the lakes region with a scheme to 
shake down the local merchants and 
householders for products or ser- 
vices, at exorbitant prices, of course. 
Springtime is har\'est time for the 
racketeer. The campaign for peddl- 
ing their wares may be conducted by 
mall— and may include roofing paint. 
worthless gadgets, or women's hos- 
iery, or it may be some worthless 
advertising ser\'ice, such as business 
directories, church calendars, or even 
"newspaper" advertising. All such 
schemes cost many times more than 
they are worth, if worth anything at 
all— and in most instances the same 
goods or services may be obtained 
from local sources at a very small 
fraction of the price demanded by the 
racketeer. The chief stock in trade 
of the grafter is "wiijd," and nine 
times out of len the self-styled "pro- 
moter'.' who wants to "do you good" 
can not back up his claims of superior

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Time to Clean House 

Government seizure of the coal mines is the cul- 
mination of class legislation administered by class con- 
scious political agencies. If present labor laws arc not 
amended and henceforth administered with an eye to 
justice rather than social prejudice, government seiz- 
ure of private activity will be neither temporary nor. 
connncd to the coal industry. 

One-sided legislation such as the Wagner Act de- 
veloped racketeers who, aided by politicians seeking the 
voting power of organized labor, threaten destruction 
of individual liberty and socialization of productive 
enterprise. No longer can tlie public afford to sit idly 
by while powerful agencies of government favor one 
group over another, merely because it is good political 
strategy to do so. Wc have seen the result of that kind 
of favoritism. 

Hiding within the framework of our government 
are officials who will attempt to use the emergency to 
make coal a permanently socialized industr>'. Just such 
"emergencies" have led to the destruction of free so- 
cieties througliout the world. 

The coal mine operators have become mere puppet 
managers of their own properties, and the miners have 
lost their freedom of action. No wonder the people 
are rebelling against class Icgisiation such as the Wag- 
ner Act and the GufTcy Coal Act which grant special 
privileges to powerful groups.

Outstanding Achievement 

Americans have good cause to be proud of their 
industry. In two years a tremendous job of conversion 
has been accomplished and a powerful war machine has 
been built up. 

Only recently the President revealed that the air- 
craft industry plans to exceed this year's enormous 
aircraft production schedule by more than 55 per cent 
next year; and that our current production rate is 
greater than that of all tlie other nations of the world 
combined. According to War Production Chief Nelson, 
the 1943 munitions goals will be fully achieved, and in 
some instances, exceeded by a comfortahle margin. 

Speaking before the Senate Military AfTairs Sub- 
committee. Malcoim Muir, Chairman of the War Com- 
mittee of tile National Association of .Manufacturers 



said: "I only wish the public could know more of this 
wonderful production record — 

"Of how many bombs we have stored to drop on 
German, Italian, and Japanese soil. ... 

/ "Of how many extra shells wc have stored for our 
heavier guns. . . 

"Of how, as disclosed by the Undersecretary of the 
Navy, 40,000,000 20-mm. anti-aircraft shells, or more 
than 1,000 for every minute of the day, were loaded 
for the Navy during Fcbruar>'."

Parents planning to send young- 
sters to college should realize that 
in most educational institutions to- 
day the religious aide of student life 
is not neglected. 

State universities, being by law non- 
sectarian, are sometimes thought to 
be neglecting the religious side of 
student. life. Such a belief Is cer- 
tainly untrue today. 

Probably the real trend to pro- 
vide for the religious life of stu- 
dents at state institutions can be 
traced to the University of Illinois, 
where the first church especially for 
students and faculty was established 
in 1009, and whore in 1913 there was 
founded the first of the church foun- 
dations— "church homes away from 
home"— now existing throughout the 
world. 

Illinois, home of these two "firsts" 
in student religious life, is an excel- 
lent example of the religious oppor- 
tunities now provided at state uni- 
versities. At the Illinois campus 
there are 12 churches attended al- 
most entirely or in largo part by 
students, and two other religious 
groups which hold regular weekly 
services but do not have their own 
buildings. There are seven church 
foundations in addition to the YMCA 
and YWCA. 

A survey of students In the Uni- 
versity of Illinois last fall showed 
that 0,181 had church preferences 
as against 935 who did not. It 
showed that on this Mid-Western 
campus there were 2,107 students 
with a preference for the Methodist 
teachings, 1,383 Catholics, 1,232 
Jews, and-1,220 Presbyterians, with 
more than a score of other Christian 
groups represented in lesser num- 
bers. 

The University YMCA is the old- 
est student organization at the cam- 
pus, established in 1873. The YWCA 
was established in 1884.

FLOOD : 

Thousaiuh Homeless 

More than 40,000 families or 160,- 
000 persons wore made homeless by 
raging flood waters that surged 
through the Midwest, pouring over 
into towns and covering thousands 
of acres of fertile farm land. Many 
communities joined with the Red 
Cross in sheltering the victims and 
providing immunization to disease. 

As Food Administrator Chester C. 
Davis called a conference of gover- 
nors and agriculture commissioners 
from six states to formulate a pro- 
gram for farm production in the rain 
and flood soaked areas, levees along 
the Mississippi tottered as the dark 
and muddy "Father of Waters*' 
reached record crests. 

At St. Louis, the Mississippi stood 
at 38.94 feet, highest in 99 years, and 
downstream at Cape Girardeau, it 
reached 40.3 feet, tops in 100 years. 
Even as these stages wore being re- 
corded, rolling torrents moved 
toward the Mississippi from the swol- 
i]en Illinois and Missouri rivers. All 
'along the Illinois side of the Mis- 
sissippi levees cracked. 

Adding to the flood, persistent 
Tains continued to hamper farmers' 
v;ork in the fields. According to ox- 
perti, planting will be delayed tiil 
■late in June, with harvests Uien de- 
ipending upon the time frosts will 
I appear in early fall. 

BO:\IBERS: 
\Pound Axis Europe 

Allied bombers struck at both ends 
of Europe, with .-Xxis industries and 
defenses standing out as the targets. 

Hit hardest by the raids '.vas the 
metal, coal and communication cen- 
ter of Dortmund in northwestern 
Germany. More than 2.000 tons of 
high explosives fell on the city, with 
curling palls of smoke rising from 

■ raging fires often obscuring visibil- 
iily. 

Thirty-eight of the bombers failed 
to return from the attack, which 
brought to 100.000 tons the amount 
of explosives dropped by the R.-^F 
over Germany since the start of the 
war. 

While the Allies were busy in the 
north, their squadrons were equally 
active in the Mediterranean area, 
where American and British bomb- 
ers continued to plaster important 
enemy outposts of the Italian main- 
'land. 

Airdromes, harbors and shipping 
installations were pounded on the 
islands of Pantelleria, Sardinia and 
Sicily. The ferry linking Sicily with 

■ Italy was blasted, with the enemy 
admitting heavy damage.

ATTU: 

Remnants Resist 

Entrapped in the mountains on the 
northeast tip of .-Mtu, Japanese rem- 
nants bitterly resisted the advance 
of .American troops slogged by sleet 
and rain. 

As the Americans' pressure in- 
creased, a formation of 16 Japanese 
bombers flew in to raid ground posi- 
tions and shipping. A half dozen 
American Lightning fighters rose up 
to intercept the attackers, and the 
army reported that two-thirds of the 
enemy squadron was shattered. 

The Japanese remnants made 
good use of the high ground both 
north and south of the village of 
Attu, their main supply base which 
had been razed by bombers. Ameri- 
can troops bucked strong positions 
which the enemy had carved into the 
mountainside and on either side of 
the lowering posses. 

Meanwhile, American bombers 
continued to pound the main Jap 
Ak'utian base at Kiska, 172 miles to 
the oast of Attu. 

FOOD CONFERENCE: 
For ?<ormal Granary 

World-wide application of the prin- 
ciple of xhc "ever-normal granary" 
was suggested by Richard K. Law, 
ch:.irman of the British delegation 
to the United Nations' food confer- 
ence at Hot Springs, Va. 

Declaring that the world must de- 
vise a system of international trade 
v;hich v.-ill assure the passage of food 
from the producer to the consumer 
at fair and stable prices. Law rec- 
ommended building buffer stocks 
which would be increased when sup- 
ply outran demand, and drawn upon 
when output dropped. 

Law hit the system of regulating 
agricultural trade by allotting im- 
porters specific quotas, say on wheat, 
etc. Instead, he advocated the cre- 
ation of an authority that would be 
representative of the consumer as 
well as the producer. 

Law's statement was followed by 
a suggestion of the Am.erican dele- 
gation that resettlement of millions 
of people may be necessary to pro- 
mote adequate food production. The 
delegation said that only one-fifth of 
the world's population lived in those 
areas in the temperate zone in which 
food is produced by highly developed 
technology. 

COMINTERN: 

*Sitspen(r Revolution 

Stating the war had made it im- 
possible to co-ordinate its activity, 
the Communist party's organization 
for promoting world revolution 
known as the Comintern formally 
dissolved itself. 

Ti?e action met with mixed emo- 
tion in Allied circles. While some 
interpreted the move as a step to- 
ward closer relations between Rus- 
sia and the United Nations, others 
pointed out that in the U. S. the 
Communists had formally detached 
themselves from the Comintern in 
1940, but maintakiod activity along 
the party lino nonetheless. 

Although the Comintern stressed 
that chief consideration for the dis- 
solution lay in its inability to main- 
tain comfnunication with its various 
branches, it also declared that it 
had recogniaed that national Com- 
munist groups were in bettor posi- 
tion to frame and work out policies 
on the scene, than in some distant 
center. 




PAY-AS-YOU-GO: 
Tftc Child h Born* 

"The child Is born!" 

With those words Senator Arthur 
Vandonbcrg emerged from a con- 
ference of legislators to announce' 
approval of a pay-as-you-go Income 
tax measure, which would wipe 
out all taxes of $50 and under and 
forgive 75 per cent of the taxes re- 
maining for one year, and put all 
taxpayers on a current basis July 1. 

Agreement on the measure, which 
now has to be passed by both houses 
and signed by the President, came 
after months of bickering over pay- 
as-you-go taxation. According to 
terms of the new measure, taxpay- 
ers would select the highest of their 
1942 or 1043 income tax liability for 
figuring out their tax. Of the re- 
maining 25 per cent of the tax, they 
would clear up the arrears in two 
yearly payments, the first duo in 
March, 1044, and the next in 1945. 

To put taxpayers on a current 
basis, a 20 per cent tax on weekly 
wages would be applied after ordi- 
nary exemptions had been deducted. 
The 3 per cent victory tax would be 
included. The 20 per cent would 
cover the normal and first surtax. 
Any liability outstanding would then 
bo, settled later. Farmers would 
make quarterly tax payments en 
current earnings. 

LABOR: 

Study Lctvis* Move 

Labor circles are still buzzing with 
excitement over John L. Lewis' ap- 
plication for the United Mine Work- 
ers' rondmission into the American 
Federation of Labor, from which 
they bolted when Big John under- 
took the formation of the CIO about 
a decade ago. 

Lewis* application has been put 
under the study of the AFL execu- 
tive committee, which will report 
back on the proposal later this sum- 
mer. Although the application is ex- 
pected to be received with favor, it 
was pointed out that Lewis' District 
50 of the Mine Workers also takes 
in a number of other different unions 
organized in fields where .'\FL units 
already exist. Also to be solved is 
where the AFL's Progressive Mine 
union will stand if Lewis' United. 
Mine Workers are readmitted. 

PEARL HARBOR: 

Final Accounting: 

Last February, workmen clam- 
bered over the 27-year-old hull of the 
battleship Oklahoma, turned almost 
upside down by the Japanese in their 
attack on Pearl Harbor, in Decem- 
ber. 1941. 

The workmen tied cables to her 
framework. The ends were tied to 
winches set up on shore. Then the 
signal was given and the winches 
began pulling on the cables. After 
69 hours, the steady tug gradually 
drew the Oklahoma from the depths, 
righting her. 

Salvaging of the Oklahoma re- 
duced the final loss at Pearl Har- 
bor to three ships— the battleship 
Arizona and the destroyers Cassin 
and Downes. 

Repair restored the battleships 
California, Nevada and West Vir- 
ginia and the destroyer Shaw, which 
had been struck and heavily dam- 
aged. 
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OPA: In protest over revisions 
in price ceilings, several high of- 
ficials of OPA tendered their rosig- 
I nations to Price Administrator Pren- 
tiss Brown.

RUBIiEH STRIKE: 
Uiiiher Pay Demanded 

Fifteen thousand employees of the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber compar.v 
joined 30,000 other workers from the 
Firuslone Tire and Rubber company 
and the B. F. Goodrich companv in 
a strike protesting the War Labor 
board's refusal to grant a requested 
eight cent per hour wage increase. 
It allowed a three cent boost. 

Tho strike paralyzed production in 
the country's three major rubber 
plants. Although Sherman H. Dai- 
rymple as international president of 
the CIO united rubber workers ox- 
pressed public disapproval of tho 
stoppages, strong detachments of 
pickets prevented the return of em- 
ployees to the factories. 

Dalrymple hastened to Washing- 
ton to confer with the WLB, while 
an oflicial of the war department 
roundly condemned the stoppage as 
a violation of the union's no-strike 
pledge. In declining to grant iin 
eight cent increase, the WLB 5aid 
such an action would unstabilizc pay 
levels throughout the industry. 

POLL TAX: 

Gooil Show 

Amid the gymnastics of a gallery 
spectator, the hou.se passed the anti- 
poll tax bill, 265 to 110. The bill 
abolishes the poll ta.x as a conditinn 
of voting in primaries or other elec- 
tions for national ofllcers. 

A 21-year-old sailor from San 
Francisco provided the acrobatics at 
the session, standing on the gallery 
rail and hanging onto a pillar while 
shouting for passage of the bill. 

In opposing the measure. Rep. 
Ilatton Sumners of Texas said; 
"There is some expense to democ- 
racy. The individual who is unwill- 
ing to pay $1.50 or $2 isn't a good 
citizen of this democracy." 

DRESSES: 
IFP/J Cuts Frills 

As part of tho effort to make more 
garments from limited material, the 
War Production board imposed new 
controls on women's garments. 

Trimming allowance for dresses 
is restricted. Hip measurements 
have been cut to 56 inches and sleeve 
lengths to 30 inches on tho basic 
untrimmed dross. Skirt .sweeps are 
reduced six inches to 72 inches. The 
limits are for size IC, with propor- 
tionate variations for othor sii^eq

'I'm not going to let you 
die in a fox hole with a rifle.' I knew 
he hod believed the MTB's had a 
great future In the war. 

"So I sent word to the rest I 
would get them flown out If possi- 
ble, and got aboard the bomber that 
night. As we left the field, the Japs 
divebombcd it and put one motor 
out, but we got through.'* 

"He left me in charge," said Ak- 
trs, "and presently General Sharp 
sent me up to Lake Lanao in the 
middle of Mindanao Island on a pe- 
culiar mission. They were afraid 
the Japs might land seaplanes on 
it and I was to set up defenses there.

I 
didn't intend to miss a plane being 
off herding a bunch of milk cows 
through a jungle, but I thought 
there was no use belng^ unreason- 
able now. After all, fifty carabao 
was a lot to round up. It would take 
several days. 

"Back at the quarters I found an 
old navy captain v/ho'd arrived the 
day before— used to be in charge of 
the industrial department at Cavite. 
He listened to my story, and Mac- 
Arthur's promise, and then said, 
'The way It looks, I don't think I'm 
getting out.' Then he talked about 
the thirty years he'd spent in the 
navy, all of them training so he 
would be useful in case of war, and 
you could see it was discouraging 
for him to end like this— apparently 
forgotten by the countrj' he had 
wanted to serve. What had his life 
been for? 

"He warned me not to count on it 
—'There aren't enough planes and 
gas to take us all.' He was discour- 
aged himself, and for the next six 
days the old man talked it all the 
lime— we are not getting out, can't 
get out, won't get out. I suppose he 
was afraid to get his own feeble 
hopes up. 

"On the night of April 22 my hopes 
were down. I was fiddling with the 
radio and cut In on a news broad- 
cast from the Slates— a short-wave 
station in San Francisco. It was the 
navy news release on our fight with 
the cruiser! I listened to the story 
of how my boat liad been forced 
ashore by the strafing, and then 
started wondering what my family 
would think. That night the news 
commentators in the stales had us 
all winning the war, their buoyant 
cheerful voices talking of victory. 
It made me very sore. We were out 
here where wc could see these vic- 
tories. There were plenty of them. 
They were all Japanese. I didn't 
know it would be worse when I got 
back In the States. Here the enemy 
have been marching steadily on in 
every hemisphere, taking more ter- 
ritory and more islands, and yet if 
even at one point we are aole to 
check or repulse an attack, the sUly 
headlines chatter of a victory. 

"I went to bed sick as the silky- 
voiced commentator agab repeated 
his account of our victory, when all 
out here knew we had only expend- 
ed ourselves In the hope that it 
might slow down a Japanese victory, 
and we had failed even in this. 

•'Next morning the ormy colonel 
sent for me. He'd had a plane-less 
aviator hard at work who had col- 
lected thirty-nine of the fifty cara- 
bao. Soon the others would be here, I 
so I was to staift. work today-ra I

The new method of speeding up 
mail deliveries, through addition of 
a branch post ofllcc number to the 
address on mail for delivery in large 
cities, is being placed in operation 
rapidly. Reports from many cities 
indicate that it has been received en- 
thusiastically by the press, postmas- 
ters, business concerns and the pub- 
lic. 

Within a few days after initiation 
of the plan, under instructions of 
Postmaster General Frank C. Walker, 
nearly all the postmasters in the 
large cities alTected had assigned 
postal unit numbers to their branch 
oihces, millions of residents had been 
advised of the number to be added 
to their addresses, and a considerable 
Molunic of mail already was carrying 
the numbers assigned. By June 1, it 
is expected that practically all wliose 
addresses arc alTected will have been 
notified of their postal unit numbers. 

The new system speeds up the sep- 
aration of mail for distribution to 
branch oOicL's and permits much more 
rapid handling of mail by inexperi- 
enced postal clerks, thousands of 
whom have been employed to re- 
place personnel who have gone into 
the armed forces and into war indus- 
tries.

The number after the name of the 
city indicates the branch post oHicc 
(or "postal unit") through which de- 
liver\' is made. Each resident of the 
large cities is asked by his postmaster 
to add the postal unit number of his 
return address, and to notify all to 
whom he writes that his address is 
not complete without the number. 



The extent to which the Federal 
government has called upon '.he Uni- 
versity of Illinois for special war 
services was revealed by Comptrol- 
ler Lloyd Morey, who said that spe- 
cial war contracts with the Univer- 
sity involve nearly two nnd one-hall 
million dollars. 

They are being carried on in addi- 
tion to the University's regular ac- 
tivities of instructing students, many 
of whom are in the Reserve Omcers' 
Training Corps, in the enlisted re- 
serves, or in special work preparing 
them for war service. 

Army and Navy oflicials have se- 
lected the University as one of the 
institutions to bo used for the in- 
tensive college training programs 
being inaugurated by the Services. 
The war work for tlie Federal 
government also is in addition to 
the Univerpity's regular research 
activity, much of which has war 
value. It is being carried on de- 
spite the fact that nearly 500 stalT 
members iiavo been given leaves 
for military and war duties. 

The largest special activity in 
terms of persons involved is the En- 
gineering, Science, nnd Management 
War Training program being car- 
ried on in more tiian half a hundred 
Illinois industrial areas by the Di- 
vision of University Extension for 
the U. S. Oflice of Education. More 
than sixteen thousand workers have 
been trained or are now in classes. 
The U. S. Navy has established a 
training school for two thousand sig- 
nalmen, dicschnen, dicsel otllcers, 
and cooks and bakers on the cam- 
pus. For housing, laboratories, 
classrooms, meals, and other serv- 
ices, and for ncces.sary changes in 
the buildings to meet Navy needs, 
the Federal government has con- 
tracted to pay the University, 

The University also has more than 
a score of research contracts with 
various federal agencies to carry on 
work in the physical sciences, chem- 
istry, medicine, end engineering. In 
addition it is carrying on the train- 
ing of student pilots for the Civil 
Aeronautics outhnrily.

KELSEY'S ICE 
FISHING BILL 
BECOMES LAW 



Ice fishermen of Lake county who 
bnve long awaited information con- 
cerning a proposed bill at the Slate 
Capitol to amend the restrictions on 
that popular sport, will rejoice in the 
news tbat it has passed Ibe House 
and the Senate and will l^ecome a law 
on .luly 1, 1943. • 

The bill sponsored by Representa- 
tive Harold 1). Kelsey. this district, 
amends the state law which prohib- 
ited ice fisbing, and allows such fish- 
ing through the ice with two poles i 
only, each with one hook and line. 
The amendment provides that no 
sbclters may be used. 

Winter fishing is done through 
boles in ice. thus providing ventila- 
tion which sportsmen believe is vital 
to fish life. The finding of many 
dead fisb each spring has led to the 
belief that tbe ban on ice fishing may 
liave been responsible. 

Thus Rep. Kelsey's bill has pro- 
vided a twofold benefit— sport for 
winter fislicnnen as well as conser\'a- 
tion of fihh life.

I sity of lllinnis, wiiose engineers in 

10 years uf studying the fatigue of 

, metals already had done more in 

i this field than any other agency. 

j Prof. H. F. Moore and a squad of 
; University engineers were set on the 
I trail of the "villain" which caused 
I apparently sound rails to break in 
[ service. They found rail breaks 
I started from "shatter cracks," 
I v.-hlch are minute (laws within the 
head of the rail. 

Then they set out to test out pro- 
posed methods of preventing the mi- 
croscopic Haws. They found that 
rails which cooled rapidly did not 
have them, while some rails which 
cooled uncontrolled in air did have. 
Thai was in 1934. Since then 5.000,- 
000 tons of rails have been manu- 
factured with controlled cooling, and 
not a one has been reported as bro- 
ken from a shatter crock. Some of 
these rails have boon in service up 
to seven years without failure, and 
in that time locomotive v.-eights have 
increased and freight train speeds 
almost doubled — with quadrupled 
force of banging upon the rail from 
out-of-ccntor wheels. 

With the finding and routing of the 
factor which caused rails to break, 
the University study did not end. At 
the request of the railroads nnd the 
steel mills it has continued, nnd now 
is giving special attention to harden- 
ing roil ends to reduce wearing 
away nt the point where wheels 
pass over the joint from one rail lo 
another. If the rail ends are too 
hard they crack, while those satis- 
factorily hardened outwear ordinary 
rails.
